The Dow takes a deep 


Largest one-day loss for index part of a day of volatility across the globe

The Dow Jones indus- 
trial average plunged 1,175 
points Monday in an ex- 
ceptionally volatile day for 
financial markets across 
the globe, stirring concerns 
about the durability of the 
long-running bull market. 

In the biggest global 
sell-off since 2016, finan- 
cial markets from Asia to 
Europe to America were 


rocked by concerns about 
inflation — or rising prices 
on everything from gas to 
groceries — and a sharp rise 
in government bond yields. 

The sharp drop in the 
Dow — it was off 1,600 
points in afternoon trading 
— was the largest ever intra- 
day loss for the iconic index. 
Though in percentage terms, 
it was far smaller — at 4.6 
percent — a sign of just how 
much the Dow and the over- 
all stock market have gained 


in value in recent years. 

The downturn prom- 
ised to raise fresh anxieties 
among Americans who’ve 
seen their retirement sav- 
ings climb steadily higher 
over the past year. 

It also threatened to de- 
prive President Donald 
Trump and the GOP of a 
favorite talking point at the 
nascent stages of the 2018 
midterm campaign. 
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Dow Jones Industrial Average closes, year-to-date 
The drop of 1,175.21 points on Monday marked the largest one-day

Cheering tax cuts, mum on market drop

BLUE AsH, OHIO — Presi- 
dent Donald Trump accused 
congressional Democrats on 
Monday of being “un-Ameri- 
can” and perhaps even trea- 
sonous for refusing to cheer 
positive news during his 
State of the Union address, 
as he turned an appearance 
that was arranged to pro- 
mote new tax cuts into a ses- 
sion on bashing the political 
opposition. 

Even as Trump celebrated 
the tax cuts and the economy, 
the Dow Jones industrial av- 
erage took a wild ride during 
his nearly hour-long speech, 
falling 1,175 points. Trump 
has frequently commented 
on gains by the market 
during his first year in office, 
but he stayed silent on the 
day’s gyrations during his 
appearance at an Ohio com-

pany that makes cylinders. 
At its close, the Dow had 
its largest single-day point 
drop, erasing its gains for 
the year. 
During his wide-rang- 


ing remarks, Trump took 
special aim at House Dem- 
ocratic leader Nancy Pelosi 
of California for describing 
as “crumbs” the bonuses of 
$1,000 or more that some 


companies, including the 
one where he was speaking, 
are giving their workers as a 
result of the tax cuts. 

He also accused Demo- 
crats of being “un-Ameri- 
can” for not clapping, even 
for positive news, during 
his address to the nation 
last week. 

That was in contrast to 
fellow Republicans, who 
he said were “going totally 
crazy wild” over everything 
in the speech. 

“They were like death. 
And un-American,” Trump 
said about the Democrats. 
“Somebody said treasonous. 
Can we call that treason? 
Why not?” 

“They certainly didn’t 
seem to love our country 
very much,” the president 
said.

Senate 
OKs fix on 
drawing 
districts 
Bipartisan plan goes 
to Ohio House today

CoLumBus — The Ohio 
Senate on Monday passed 
a bipartisan proposal to 
change how Ohio draws 
its congressional districts, 
advancing the proposed 
constitutional amendment 
one step closer to appear- 
ing on the May ballot. 

Advocates for redistrict- 
ing reform say the pro- 
posed changes will curb 
the legislature’s ability to 
gerrymander districts to 
favor a political party or 
incumbent. 

The Senate approved a 
revised Senate Joint Reso- 
lution 5 in a 31-0 vote. 

The House will vote on 
the resolution today, one 
day before the deadline 
to place a measure on the 
May ballot. 

“Hopefully this is an 
issue that will serve Ohio- 
ans for many decades to 
come,” Sen. Matt Huffman, 
the Lima Republican lead- 
ing the effort, said. 

Monday night’s vote is 
the end of four months 
of bipartisan negotia- 
tions, which accelerated 
in recent weeks and cul- 
minated in a Super Bowl 
Sunday meeting in Akron. 
Lawmakers also worked 
with the Fair Districts = 
Fair Elections coalition, a 
group of more than 30 or- 
ganizations that have been 
collecting signatures for a 
November ballot measure. 

The measure approved 
Monday was a compro- 
mise among Republicans, 
Democrats and redistrict- 
ing advocates.

Panel OKs Dems’ memo release 
But President Trump could still keep the rebuttal secret

WASHINGTON — The 
House Intelligence Com- 
mittee voted unanimously 
Monday to release a Demo- 
cratic rebuttal to GOP accu- 
sations that the FBI misled 
a secret surveillance court 
— but whether the informa- 
tion actually becomes pub- 


lic will depend on President 
Donald Trump, who has 
heaped scorn on the effort. 

The vote means the polit- 
ical rancor roiling Congress 
is likely to continue, as ac- 
cusations and counter-ac- 
cusations fly about which 
party is misrepresenting or 
misusing sensitive intelli- 
gence surrounding the on- 
going probe into whether 
any Trump associates coor- 


dinated with the Kremlin to 
interfere in the 2016 presi- 
dential election. 

The panel’s senior Dem- 
ocrat, Rep. Adam Schiff of 
California, announced the 
vote results, saying GOP 
attacks on the Justice De- 
partment and the FBI show 
desperation on the part of 
the president’s defenders.
